What I may have to 
say on the subject, will be said at the 
present time and with my authorization. 
Talk that my visit was a government 
mission is absurd. The Ohio campaign 
was a severe strain, so I asked for leave 
of absence. When I arrived at Delagoa 
Bay, 
I found that the private oar of 


President Ivruger had been plated uL my 
disposal to carry me to Pretoria, bur how 
it came to be known that i wus going 
there I do not know. 


''My treatment by every one T met was 


all that could be desired. I had the pleas- 
ure of meeting Presidents Krugcr and 
Steyn ami Generals'Crouje and Joubert 
and found them all able men. The death 
of General Joubert will be a severe bluw 
to the Boers. 


"In the Boer camp along the Tugela I 


spent many (lays and had ample opportu- 
nity to ;'°e their operations. 
Almost di- 


rectly across the river we could see the 
British forces. I saw several of the bat- 
tles fought about Lady smith." 


Speaking of the subject of intervention, 


Mr. Davis said he heard the Boers l>7d 
sent out delegates seeking it, but he had 
not met any of the cmbassadors. 
He 


said he did not express nfiy opinion as to 
whii h -side would be vicloiious. and in re- 
ply to another question he declhied to say

A CUSTOM THAT CULTIVATES THE j 


FIGHTING QUALITIES OF CADETS.

It i* not known that the authorities of 


the Naval ac jdemy at Annapolis encour- 
age fighting. There is nothing in the pub- 
lished rules . urging the cadets to follow 
the advice < £ dead Sam Randall and -'get ] 
together" i is often as possible. But it is 
certain that they do not discourage it- 
There are tales among the embryo admi- 
rals, handled dou« from class to class, of 
how tho 'precentors have stood afar and 
watched; the battles through bpyglashes, 
i;iuntil tg ut each well delivered blow and 
bettin} j gleefully among themselves on the 
result:£ The consequence of this laxity is 
that i^ie younger cadets—those in their 
lirst ;year—come in a very little while to 
belie/re that the powers are very friendly 
to a/fighter and would offer active encour- 
age nient to lighters if it were necessary— 
wl-iieh it isn't. This state of affairs does 
nc,t conduce to study, but it does conduce 
uy the development of muscle and the lat- 
i-^ning of the fighting instinct. Not Jong 
••<igo a cadet took leg leave of the academy 
knd wandered into Baltimore, where he 
, spliced a- multiplicity of main braces. 


As a result he first Whipped a cab driver, 


then whipped a friend of the cab driver, 
and then whipped two policemen who hud 
waked up in tune to see tho end of the 
fray. He got back to the grounds badly 
buttered, but standing up well under his 
canvas. The affair made some noise and 
pei-sons went to Washington to obtain the 
cadet's dismissal. There they met" Fight- 
ing" Bob Evans and mistakenly detailed 
the circumstances, requesting his influ- 
ence. "What!'1 bellowed that veteran. 
"Dismiss a boy like that! Licked four 
men in one night? Damme, sirs, are you 
i-razy? What in the blue 
do you 


think a naval officer is for? When he 
graduates, give him to me. Put him on 
iny ship. I want 100 like him.'' 


In the matter of thumping his fellow 


there are certain rules governing the cadet. 
They are leges non scriptie, but ironclad 
nevertheless. 
The epithet "liar" must be 


resented with an instant blow. All in- 
sults must be accounted for on the spot. 
The only spots exempt are the chapel and 
classroom. The combatants are immedi- 
ately separated by any one standing near. 
A first year man is permitted to separate 
heniors. After that the code has play. The 
combatants name two seconds each. These 
lay the matter before a member of the 
senior class. He fixes the place and dale 
of the encounter. The place is always an 
open space behind the gymnasium. 
It is 


not turf, but is ground worn bare and 
hardened by many feet. It has been red- 
dened time and again by the best blood, in 
America. The-t-itne-is always the after- 
noon of some Saturday. 
The rules are 


Mwquis of Queensberry—three minute 
rounds with a minute rest between. The 
exception is that no gloves are used 
Wrestling is not permitted, of course. 
Occasionally, however, when one of the 
combatants has had two years' training 
in the sparring school and tho other is, a 
newcomer, the old style of "rough and 
tumble'' fracas is allowed. 


Always a senior class man is master of 


ceremonies, appellate court and supreme 
court in these fistic litigations. 
The sec- 


onds are there to handle their men, but all 
points of dispute are submitted to the sen- 
ior. His decision is never questioned. A 
fight is fought out until one of the men is 
deemed incompetent by his seconds, who 
throw up the sponge. Then he is borne to 
the hospital. The sponge never goes up 
until he is made fit for a cot. 
AVoe to the 


warrior who cries enough or quits when 
he is able to continue. Nothing is left 
him save to depart to civil life. His class- 
mates and the men in his dormitory will 
not speak to him. Ho is "coventricd." 
There is no instance where these bare 
knuckle duels have had a fatal termina- 
tion; The participants are endowed with 
the blessing of youth «nd are always in 
condition. 


It sometimes happens that a, cadet goes 


through his four years at Annapolis with- 
out an appearance on the field of honor, 
but the occurrence is as rare as a black 
hwan. The courage of such men is looked 
on with gravest suspicion by their com- 
rades. Indeed a fight is regarded u neces- 
sary complement to an education anil 
escape would seem impossible to any man 
who could be made to resent an insult. 


All of this does no harm. Enmities cud 


with the duel. It is required that this 
should be so. The opposing joungstcrs 
become faster friends than ever. Is it Sir 
Lucius O'Trigger who says: "It, is aston- 
ishing how well you like a man when you 
have fought with him?" War is a profes- 
sion with these wards of the government. 
With thorn courage is a necessity. Kach 
battle strengthens it. 
The cheeks of fond 


mothers at home would blanch if they 
knew that their darlings were pommeled, 
but their respected and respectable fatheis 
would dance upon one leg and howl with 
delight. It is in usaud it cannot be talked 
out or bred out. As "Fighting Bob" in- 
quires, "What in tho blue shcol are 
officers for?"—Chicago Times-Hoi-ald.

"To carry out the 
schfine," she says, "articles must be pur- 
chased economically and no waste permit- 
led. A table which is supplied for a fam- 
ily of eight for $10 a week must of neces- 
sity be plain, but it may at the same time 
not lack for variety or vvholesomeuess. 
Sweetmeat* and rich dtssseris must be 
counted only as occasional luxuries, and 
•company' dishes must be- omitted alto- 
gether. Meat, the most expensive food 
iu-m, may be purchased in a much larger 
quantity than is needed for a single meal 
and utilized FrenchTashion. The poor and 
middle classes of this country must learn 
moi-e about the food value of the legu- 
mens, more about the proper preparation 
of food, and la&t, but not least, more about 
the proper combination!, of food. Avoid 
the buying of steaks, roasts and chops each 
week. It 1s an expensive hoiiK-hokl indeed 
which has no repertory of cheaper dishes. 
A Ijeef's heart or a braised calf's liver 
makes an excellent and economical change. 
Broiled sheep's kidneys--, with a little ba- 
con, give a good breakfast at a cost of 10 
cents, s-mothered beef, which may bo 
made from the tough cud of the rump 
steak, is appetizing, aud only costs half the 
price of an equal food value of tenderloin 
steak. 


"The housekeeper should go to market; 


early and buy only the best materials. 
They "keep longer and go further than the 
inferior ones. Perishable food should be 
bought in small quantities two or three 
times a. week. Groceries enough to last a- 
month should be laid in. Canned goods 
and conserved sweets should be liought 
sparingly. Meat is always a most expen- 
sive article, and not a particle of it should 
bo allowed to go to waste."

A MOST PECULIAR PEOPLE. 
LIFE'S BRIEF SPAN. 


THE KAFFIR OFF DUTY. 


South African Mine Laborer* Lead » Mo* 


notonouit I-ife. 


The report of a traveler fresh from the 


Cape gives a curious insight into one phase 
of labor on the Band. It used to be the 
custom of the Kaffir, on receiving his sal- 
ary—usually'|5 per week—to sally forth 
aud invest all his ezirnings in bottles of 
brandy. He would then return to his hut, 
squat down and drink it like beer until 
he succumbed. This went on regularly 
among the mining staffs of all the large 
companies until, iu order to prevent a i 
weekly cessation of labor, the companies ' 
adopted the method of inclosing all their 
native employees inside a compound and 
shutting them in like prisoners until their 
time of service had elapsed. 


Visitors to the compounds often take in 


a pound or so of the native coarse tobacco, 
for a handful of which the Kaffirs, under 
stress of their deprivation of tobacco as 
well as liquor, will often gladly exchange 
fine old native bracelets and knobkerrics. 
The native method of smoking is peculiar. 
After the pipe is filled several long pulls 
are taken and the smoke swallowed. The 
bowl is then taken off, the stem is inserted 
in a bowl of water and the water is sucked 
through it and swallowed also. 
Then 


comes the tug of war. The man who can 
hold out longest without coughing is con- 
sidered a hero. After a short time the 
smoker will convulsively cough for 15 or 
~'0 minutes and one can quite understand 
why the Kaffir is not allowed out to buy 
tobacco. In the case of the traveler who 
gives these details the mine manager 
asked him to cease bartering the vile stuff 
for native trinkets; otherwise the whole 
relay woxild be unfit to go down when 
its time came. 


The Kaffir usually returns home after1 


six months or a year at the mines and is 
considered a rich man. He buys two "pr 
more wives and takes his ease while they 
do all the work.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

Irult* Canned »t Home. 


It is said the American stomach has un- 


vcrsally suffered from the xise of canned 
goods. This, of course, applies only to 
bought goods which contain some chem- 
ical to preserve them. Peas, beans and 
tomatoes are treated to preserve their col- 
or, and with the exception of tomatoes nil 
vegetables, it is said, contain something to 
prevent fermentation. Fruitb, being with- 
out btarch, keep more easily than vegeta- 
bles, but many are'variously treated to in- 
sure their fair appearance as commercial 
articles. 
Nearly all fruits and'some vege- 


tables are easily canned for winter use, 
and if a- housekeeper once supplies her 
own'storeroom bought goods will never 
after have an attraction for her. 


It is a mystery why we use bought can- 


ned tomatoes when we are so often warned 
against their injurious effects and when 
home canued ones are so much better, al- 
together wholesome, t>o easily prepared 
aud keep so well. Perhaps it is because of 
an impression that the bought ones ut 9 
or H> cents a can are cheaper. This is 
not the case. The first cost of quart jars 
at retail as 40 cents a dozen. Tomatoes at 
the height of their season can be bought, 
even in cities, at 25 or even 20 cents, a 
bushel. So, even the first season aquurt 
jar would not cost 10 cents, und after that 
the cost of the jars can be subtracted, 
making the cost of the canned vegetable 
nominal.—Ella Morris Kretschinar in 
AVonian's Home Companion.

In the majority of cases its ca,ut>e lies 
in the fact that the food last taken i» so 
rich in quality or so excessive in quantity 
that the stomach cannot digest it. 


A simple diet on grains and ripe fruit, 


with sufficient exercise in the open air to 
keep up a gentle perspiration, would 
speedily effect a cure. With some persons 
this headache comes on at regular inter- 
vals and is the stomach's signal of dis- 
tress at having been imposed upon. To 
take two tenspoonfuls of powdered char- 
coal in a glass full of water will some- 
times give relief, oratablespoonfulof lem- 
on juice 15 minutes before each meal and 
the same at bedtime.—New York Ledger.

H!s shell, backplut*; j 
and breastplate alike, is as rigid .t> a \iii-va j 
of concrete. He sneks in air by making a. ! 
vacuum with his tongue and swallowa it 
like water, the reservoir instead of a stom- 
ach being his capacious lungs. In addi- 
tion to this enormous saving of energy, 
the tortoise enjoys two other structural 
advantages. He has no teeth to decay, 
break, get. out of order and ultimately 
starve him to death, like those of an old 
horse or a broken toothed rabbit. Instead 
he has sharp horny edges to his mouth, 
which do not break or get out of order. 
And, lastly, there is his impenetrable shell. 
In reference to this, size is of a real advan- 
tage, for. though the small tortoise may 
live for centuries in bishops' gardens, they 
have their enemies in the outer world. 
Adjutant storks swallow them whole and 
digest them, shell and all, and in Califor- 
nia the golden eagle carries them up to a 
height aud lets them fall on the rocks, 
thereby smashing their shells, as the Sicil- 
ian eagle was trying to do when he drop- 
ped the tortoise on the skull of JEschylus, 
but when a tortoise grows to the weight ot 
200 pounds there is no living creature 
which could injure ic in any way. As it 
can swim it cannot drown. Its limbs are 
so constructed as to be little liable to frac- 
ture, and its interior is so arranged that it 
can fast for long periods, and lias an in- 
ternal reservoir of water, though it is nat- 
urally rather a thirsty animal. Charles 
Darwin, when among the giant tortoises of 
the Galapagos islands, saw the newly 
hatched young carried off by buzzards, 
but the full grown animals seemed beyond 
the chance of any danger. He surmised 
that their deaths, when such took place, 
where only due to accidents, such as t'iill 
ing over precipices, and the inhabitants ol 
the islands corroborated this conclusion." 


While this description of tho tortoise ip 


entertaining the chief interest will revert 
back to the apparently well founded claim 
that; 150 years is the age of the oldest liv- 
ing thing on earth. What a brief span the 
Almighty has allotted to his creatures in 
a world that rolls on forever!—Kansas 
City Journal.

A New Theory Propounded In Regard to 


Theuj. 


And now comes a Russian professor 


with a book of his own making, in which 
it is shown that muscular exercise does 
not develop muscular strength where there 
was none before. 
In short, Professor 


Alexis Horvath completely upsets the the- 
ory that the absolute strength of muscles 
may be largely increased by exercise taken 
for that purpose, says the Washington 
Post. 


He contends that muscles are a gift of 


nature and that no amount of exercise can 
convert a congenital weakling into an ath- 
lete, and a strong man may preserve con- 
siderable strength for many a long year 
even in the face of absolute physical exer- 
tion. The principal difference between a 
insin who exercises his muscles and one 
who does not lies in the greater endurance 
of the former. A regular course of gym- 
nastics does, during the first weeks, in- 
crease the muscle power by a little, but 
the improvement soon ceases, and the size- 
of the muscles changes very little. 


The beneficial effect of gymnastics and 


of work shows itself principally in the 
greater staying power of the muscles. 
The best means, Horvath thinks, for per- 
fecting the muscles and giving them the 
power to resist fatigue are oft repeated 
rhythmical contractions;. He gives as it 
corroborative example of this theory the 
human heart, which, although it goes 
through these contractions consecutively 
during a whole lifetime, never tires or 
ceases its functions for a minute. 


MODERN JOURNALISM. 


Tne Great Editor Ha» Given Place to t\ie 


Great Business Manager. 


The magnitude of the financial opera- 


tions of tho newspaper is turning journal- 
ism upside down. There are still great 
editors whose personalities make the suc- 
cess of their organs, but, always few, the 
number of them has not increased with 
the multiplication of newspapers, and 
even where they dominate they have to 
leave to others the mass of detail that has 
accumulated under and about the editorial 
chair. If the editor is the owner and has 
business capacities, he is attracted down 
stairs to tho counting room. If he is deli 
cient in executive ability, he has to engage 
a man who has it, and the requirements 
are such that the business manager, if lit, 
is likely to have a personality of his own 
so strong indeed that ho will demand a 
hare in the property and the profits and 
the policy. 


Then, too, the old editors die. Their 


heirs, seldom inheriting the brains with 
the business, turn it over to a financial 
manager to maintain it tor the income lie 
can produce. If there is no heir and tin 
property is sold, the price is so high that 
business men who have become capitalist^ 
in other businesses, not writers, are best 
able to acquire control. .T. Lincoln Stef 
lens iu .Scribnur's.

veiiess as a warship. 
The bunks would 


o up too much room for one thing, 


i'hen thu hammocks, with their appurte- 
nances, have always served for purposes of 
rrotection. Stowed in the old time ham- 
mock nettings they afforded some protec- 
ion from the fire ot small arms, and in 
hose days sometimes the hammock net- 
ings were triced up as a help in repelling 
warders.—New York Sun.
